Kailyard facilities in the vicinity of the Vladivostok station consist of a locomotive 
repair and overhauling shop (roundhouse) accommodating twelve locomotives at one tine, 
and eleven platforms (? sidings), ranging in length from 300 to 500 motors and 
accommodating twenty-six freight cars. 


There are eif^it sidings In the Vladivostok harbor area, connected by trunk lines 
to the station sidings where freight I <3 unloaded. The sidings in the harbor area 
are from 500 to 600 net^ro in length, and e&ch io fed by movable cranes vhirh 
transfer cargo from unloading ships. 


tJuriag the period Karch-June 1947 , 60,000 tons of freight were handled by the station 
and harbor sidings combined, most of which consisted of foodstuffs shipped from 
North Korea. Other shipments from Forth Korea included Japanese army equipment, 
chemical© and industrial machinery. Other cargo shipped into Vladivostok from Dairen 
and Port Arthur consisted of soya oil and machinery; outgoing shipments to Forth 
Korea and Dairen included coal, machine oil, Soviet army uniforms, truckc and 
munitions.
